X. A Letter from James Jurinj M. D. 
R R. S. & Coll. Med. Lond. to Martin 
Folkes, jE/^; Prefident of the Royal So-- 
ciety, concerning the A^ion ^Springs. 

SIR, 

Pre/enuJ A^tiilr NEED not iiiform a Perfon fo well 
12. 1744. Jj^ acquainted witli all the Branches of 

Mathematical Philofophy as yourfelf, that the Theory 
of Springs not only is of great Utc in the more 
curious Parts of Mechanics, as the Strufture of 
Watches, &c. but may give Light to many Opera- 
tions of Nature, there being few Subftances but 
what are endued with fome Degree of Elafticity 5 
and particularly the Bodies of Animals, and of Vege- 
tables likewife, being known to confift, in a great 
meafure, if not wholly, of Organs ftrongly elaftic. 

For which Reafonit is not to be wondeied at, that 
this Theory has engaged the Thoughts of feveral 
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
